LOVER WILL TESTIFY 
AGAINST DEFENDANT 


Frank Hottman Already Under 
Sentence for His Part in the 
Crime Will Take the Stand and 
Describe the Entire Crime. 


LIBERTY, Mo., June 5.—With her hair 
parted in the middle and combed down 
over her temples, wearing a modest black 
dress and a shy little ‘smile, all combining 
to give an impression of demureness, Mrs. 
Aggie Meyers appeared in court here today 
before Judge Alexander and plead not 
guilty to the charge of murdering her, hus- 
band, Clarenee Meyers, in Kansas City 
‘over @ year ago. 

The trial was brought to this county on 
a change of venue, and the court, after 
hearing the defendant's plea, ordered a 
special venire of 100 names drawn and 
court adjourned until 8:30 o'clock tomor- 
row morning.” 

Before today’s adjournment the defense 
filed a demurrer to the indictment, which 
alleged that Mrs. Meyers ‘beat, bruised. 
cut, stabbed and wounded her husband 
with a club, bludgeon, razor and scissors, 
and with these weapons inflicted 2 
wounds, of which he died.” 

The objection to this part of the indict- 
ment was purely technical and the Judge 
promptly overruled it. 

Yesterday afternoon Frank Hottman was 
taken from his cell in the county jall in 
Kaneas City and under guard was led t 
the office of I. B. Kimbrell. 

Awaiting him there were his mother and 
sister, He told the story of the murde! 
and Mr. Kimbrell, his assistants, Clyd 
Tewor and William Buchholz and Ralph 
Hughes, prosecuting attorney of Cle) 
County, took the confession down, so the) 
wypuld know exactly what Mottman wil. 
swear to when he takes the stand. 

When Hvttman came to that point in his 
narrative where he told how he struck 
Myers with the butt end of a billiard cue 
and how he held Myers from behind while 
Mrs. Myers slashed him with a razor, .his 
mother and sister began to weep. 

“O, Frank, why did you do it?’ his moth- 
er sobbed. 

At the close of Hottman’s story the 
prosecutor asked: “Hottman, were you and 
Mrs. Myers intimate?’ 

“No,” answered Hottman. 

“Then, why did you go to the room on 
Minnesota avenue the day before the mur- 
der?’ 

“To plan for the killing. 1 was hever in- 
timate with the woman. I loved her and 
she had promised to marry me when her 
husband was out of the way.”

A news telegram from Vincennes, Ind., 
announces the funeral Tuesday at that 
place of William L. Ewing, former mayor 
of St. Louls, who diedyg suddenly Sunday, 
following an attack Saturday from dia- 
betes. August B. Ewing, brother of the 
deceased, left for Vincennes Sunday night 
to attend the funeral. 

It is said that Mr. Ewing had a premo- 
nition of death, and recently several times 
expressed the hope that he would live un- 
til his son had reached the age of 21. His 
son, William, just ,reached his majority 
Inst week. Besides his son a widow sur- 
vives him. He leaves property estimated 
to be worth $300,000. 

William L. Ewing 5was born in 8t. Louis 
In 1843. He was the son of a wealthy mer- 
chant and was ecducated at Christian 
Brothers’ College. Jn 1877 he was chosen 
a member of the House of Delegates, and 
during his term was elegted Speaker of 


the House. He made a good record in of- 
fice, and in 1881. he was nominated and 
slected Mayor. In 188% he was defeated for 
re-election by David R. Francis.

Louis, and has 
been living on a farm near Vincennes, 
ane » UB to the time of his death.

West End Heights is a garden at the ex- 
treme western edge of the city and lies 
across the street, south, from the World's 
Fair grounds. The county line divides the 
park, the entrance being in the city, while 
the “clubhouse” and Sunday bar are in the 
county. There are several bars on the 
dancing pavilion, but these were not in use 
Sunday night. Soft drinks were sold at 
tables on the dancing pavilion. 

The Belmont was undoubtedly the most 
popular club in the .vicinity of 8St.. Louis. 
It was joined by thousands of people, who 
immediately rejoined after their member- 
ships expired, which was not infrequent. 

Arriving on the grounds the first thing 
which attracted the eye of the thousands 
present was a placard tacked to a post, 
“Wines, beers and liquors served to mem- 
bers of Belmont Club back of clubhouse,”’ 
There were few posts that did not bear 
one of these cards.

MR. SWANGER’S RESPONS! BILITY. 

On April 3 Secretary of State Swanger took up the case of 
the People’s United States Bank of this eity, which was under 
investigation by the Federal postal authorities. Acting upon in- 
formation supplied by the State bank examiners, who had 
made an exathination of the bank’s books, Mr. Swanger wrote 
a letter to Mr. E. G. Lewis, the promoter and president of the 
bank, demanding that certain conditions of the bank’s busi- 
ness, which he regarded as illegal and improper, be rectified. 

Two conditions then existing were designated by the Secre- 
tary of State as especially impréper: One was the obtaining 
by President Lewis of the proxies of stockholders and electing 
‘a Board of Directors composed of his own employes. The 
‘other was the borrowing from the bank of $411,2 203.48 by the 
president, upon the securities of his own companies, when the 
total paid-up capital was $500,000. 

The Secretary’s demands, including the rectifying of these 
conditions, were that Lewis must sever his connection as presi- 
dent of the bank with yn wevenetivy enterprises; that 
$146,000 charged against the bank as™expenses of promotion 
must’ be returned; that the names of stockholders be placed on 
the books and that the original stock be paid up in full. 

On May 31, the day that the Post-Dispatch published the 
substance of the report of the Federal postoffive inspectors, Mr. 
Swanger came to St. Louis and renewed his demands, none of 
which had been miet. The next day he took charge of the 
assets of the bank. He insisted that the Board of Directors be 
increased to seven and of these a majority be composed of men 
approved by himself, 

On Saturday two directors--Theodore Meyer and James F. 
Coyle—were substituted for employes of the Lewis companies. 
Mr. Coyle was an associate of Mr. Lewis in his enterprises and 
had been indicted with him on a charge of conducting a lot- 
tery. 

On the strength of the election of these two directors and of 
a promise to comply with his other demands, Mr. Swanger sup; 
plied to the officers of the bank a sweepitg assertion of his 
confidence in the soundness of its conditions and inthe pur- 
poses of its 1 ment. 

In view of the fact that the conditions which Mr. Swanger 
had conde1 not..heen.reetified and that none of his de- 
mands had fnlly complied with, his action, based upon a 
mere agreement to. be good, was extraordinary and incompre- 
hensible. His delay in enforcing his demands is inexplicable. 
The Secretary of State is charged by the law with responsibilit y 
for the guardianship of banks operating under the State laws. 
He is the legal protector of innocent investors and depositors 
in, State banks, The Peoplé’s United States Bank involves 
the rreat sum of $2,500,000, invested by widely distributed sub- 
sctihers, whose proxies are held by the president. If, knowing

proper banking methods, Mr. Swanger shduld fail to do so, he 
would be chargeable not only with gross neglect of duty, but 
with actually misleading the public.

EVADING THE GAMBLING LAW. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch contained the important informa- 
tion that the managers of the Kangas City and St. Louis race- 
tracks will attempt to evade the anti-gambling law. In his in- 
terview with the Sunday Post-Dispatch Mr. Adler frankly dis- 
closed the plan of the racetrack men to evade the law. He 
Says that “hand bets” will be substituted for open pools and 
that the patrons of the track will do the betting among them- 
selves, numbered badges being issued to each person entering 
the grounds, for purposes of identification. 

Under this plan the track management and the* bookmakers 
rely upon the difficulty of obtaining evidence to save them from 
punishment under the law. The plan is a manifest attempt to 
evade and defeat the law which the authorities must endeavor 
to the utmost of their power and capacity to prevent. 

Although Mr. Adler endeavors to make it appear that the 
track management will have nothing to do with the betting, 
yet it is certain that racing will not continue and the manage- 
ment will not permit and assist the gamblers unless the track 
shares the profits of the bookmakers. There will be a divi- 
sion of the winnings. The bookmakers will pay for their 
privileges. Nothing will be changed except the method of 
gainbling. 

"The law was designed and passed to do away with race- 
track gambling. The Post-Dispatch thoroughly exposed its 
evils and the campaign which this paper conducted for the 
repeal of the Breeders’ Law demonstrated that there is an over- 
whelming sentiment against racetrack gambling. The law must 
be enforced. It doubtless can be enforced if the authorities are 
determined to enforce it. If the attempt to enforce shows that 
it is in any way defective, another-more stringent law must be 
passed. The racetrack gambling evil must. be suppressed.

A FACTOR FOR PLACE. 


In the course of his Bankers’ Club speech in Chicago, Secre- 
tary Paul Morton said, impressively, that ‘the President be- 
lieves that today our fleet constitutes our greatest factor for 
peace.” 

That is undoubtedly his belief. But was Russia’s navy an 
encourager of peace during the weary months when the Czar’s 
“ministers were trying to bully the Mikado into an ignoble sur- 
render of Japanese rights? 

The Czar and the Grand Dukes thought they had a great 
navy, against which Japan could not prevail, and they pro- 
voked war because they believed they would have it all their

own way. 

That they had not in fact a great navy is not important 
to the argument. Had they had no ships in Eastern waters, 
there, would have been no war. Manchuria Would have been 
evacuated and the Japanese, would have kept quiet, perhaps 
for.a decade or twe. In other words, justice would have been 
achieved without injury to anybody. 

jA great navy necessarily generates a bulfying spirit. Just as 
a man who has the “pistol toting” Imbit swaggers about with 
ruffianly intent, to show his powers, so a nation with a top- 
heavy navy is apt to seek occasion to use it. 

A peaceful spirit is the best guarantee of peace. An en- 
ergetic attempt to bring about a general disarmament would 
be evidence that the President desires peace. He cannot prove 
his pacific temper by crying out for more war ships.
